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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 1-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
APA in view of either Neagu, Jones, or Holzhauser et al. See the previous office action 
for this rejection. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/3/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. It is first noted that the dependent claims have not been separately argued 
so that their patentability stands or falls with the parent claims. Applicants are now 
referred to page 1 of their specification which has been designated by the examiner as 
applicants' prior art (APA) in the rejection. APA discloses the basic wood chipper with 
an infeed pan, and the problem caused by the pan not having a weight assist member 
i.e. heavy loads for the operator. With this problem in mind, there are two areas in 
which one skilled in the art would look to solve the problem. The first area would be the 
wood chipper subject matter area. The second area would be the weight assist area in 
general. The secondary references were found in the latter area. While these patents 
do not concern themselves with wood chippers, they are analogous because they solve 
operator weight load problems. Thus, the argument that they are not analogous art is 
not persuasive. Applicants then argue that even if the art was considered to be 
analogous, there is no reason to combine the references to meet the claimed subject 
matter. This argument too is not persuasive. Clearly APA presents the problems of 
weight loads for operators. The secondary references disclose solutions for weight load 
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problems and thus are combinable with APA to overcome the problems discussed in 
APA. Applicants naming of the elements as 'assist member 1 and 'assist mount' are 
merely other names for a spring and it's associated support and this is clearly shown in 
the secondary references.
